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Editorial 

Over the past few years there have been a number of encouraging 
developments with reference to the varying educational needs of 
individuals of different ages and at different stages in their lives. 
The community and educational planners are realising that it is not 
desirable to make formal education comparatively difficult for the 
majority of people to obtain after they have turned 15. And so adults 
are being encouraged to return to secondary school if they want to, 
either to follow a full course of study or just for selected subjects. 
Community colleges, a new concept in education, are springing up all 
over the country and they will undoubtedly increase the availability of 
more education for a wider range of people in the community. 

Members of the community are also becoming more involved in the 
educational process by being invited into schools to give pupils the 
benefit of their specialised knowledge on subjects like town planning, 
health, conservation, agriculture, road safety and public speaking, all 
of which are studied within the syllabus of a secondary school. In a 
slightly different way, members of the business community are helping 
with the education of pupils by taking part in Work Experience 
programmes. These programmes have the dual function of bringing 
the school and the community closer together, thus aiding a better 
understanding of each other, and offering pupils the opportunity of 
observing and trying their hands at various types of employment. 
Pupils are then in a better position to decide on the jobs they want to 
take up when they leave school, or if, indeed, they think they are ready 
to leave school at that stage. 

The school-leaving age has itself been the subject of a recent change 
in policy. It has become evident to the authorities that pupils develop 
at different rates and that their needs at any one age vary from 
individual to individual. Hence an arbitrary school-leaving age of 15 
may not be completely desirable. And so, although the official school¬ 
leaving age remains at 15, special facilities exist to allow some pupils 
to leave school at 14 if this seems best for them. 

All these changes are undoubtedly laudable and based on sound 
principles. But it is doubtful as to whether these measures go far 
enough. Certainly, it could be argued that they are just a beginning 
and that further community education about the desirability of such 
measures needs to be undertaken before they can be extended — and this 
is true. But they must be seen as only a start. 

The process of education, it could also be argued, will never be 
entirely successful until it is eagerly sought after by those we hope to 
educate — you can lead a horse to water. . . . One way of achieving this 
would be to make education more like a privilege than a boring duty. 
Certainly one does have a duty to educate oneself, but it is a duty to 
oneself, to no one else. And we should perhaps take the expensive 
privilege of education away from those who are not interested in it. 
But in doing so, we must also make this privilege freely available to 
them if, at a later stage, they decide they want it. 

One way of doing all this would be to lower the school-leaving age 
still further and to encourage members of the community to accept 
“second chance” education as the norm rather than the exception. 
Pupils could then leave school if they were not ready to learn, on the 
understanding that they could return to school at any subsequent stage 
in their lives to resume the education that life or work had shown them 
they needed. If this could be achieved, then our educational resources 
would be being used to their optimum.

For Mrs V. P. Egan it was a “welcome home” because Mrs Egan 
was on the staff from 1970 to 1972; for part of that time she was known 
as Miss Garden. The school was delighted to have her services in 
Chemistry and Science again, after her stay in Australia. She finishes 
her year’s relieving for Miss Ussher in December. 

The other new member of staff was Miss C. McLeod, who came to 
the school from Christchurch Teachers’ College, and has taught English 
and Social Studies. During the year we had to congratulate Miss McLeod 
on her engagement to be married, and now of course must regretfully 
see her leave to live in Christchurch next year. 

Miss G. M. Leishman also leaves the school at the end of the year 
after two years teaching typewriting and commercial subjects. To all 
three ladies we offer our sincere thanks for their interest and enthusiasm 
both in the classroom and in all the extra-curricular activities where 
they have helped the school. 

During the year we had two further changes in important depart¬ 
ments. After 15 years at Pleasant Point High School, Mr Jack Dale 
retired from teaching this year. A man of outstanding ability as a 
teacher of technical subjects and with an immense interest in young 
people and this school, Mr Dale will be remembered with affection by 
all who taught or studied here. After almost three years as the Home 
Economics teacher, Miss M. Henderson left the school in August. 
We thank her for her work in the school and wish her well in her travels 
overseas. Amongst the part-time staff there have also been changes: 
Mr R. Earl replaced Mr Beynon in the Woodwork Department and 
Mrs Macfarlane in Science, Mrs Turnbull in Art, and Mrs M. Clark in 
the library were welcome additions to the part-time staff. 

As Principal, this is the last set of Staff Notes I will write for 
“The Pointer”. Although I look forward to returning to the deep south, 
to my old school, and to a new challenge, it is with considerable regret 
that I leave Pleasant Point High School. These have been six very 
enjoyable years. It has been a privilege to be the Principal of the “new” 
school built on such a fine “old” school. The new buildings, the growth 
in facilities, and the changes in curriculum and New Zealand education 
in general, have made for busy but intensely interesting and challenging 
years. 

I am and will always be very proud of the record of this school, 
in the type of progressive education it is providing both inside and 
beyond the classroom.

A LETTER FROM OUR AMERICAN FIELD SCHOLAR, 

EWAN CHAPMAN 

October 2, 1975 

Gruezi miteinander — Hello everyone! 

Well, here I am living 10,000 miles (I think) away in a home away 
from home. Here I live with a family in a small city in Western 
Switzerland. The family consists of two brothers and two sisters: 
Hans (20) is still at schooK!!!), Heidi (18) is in America, Felix (16) and 
Suzi (13) are both still at school. My father is a self-employed biologist 
and often travels to other centres in Switzerland to attend conferences. 
My mother is a great cook and so I’m very happy here; but no steaks 
here at $10.00 a kilo — it’s very expensive. 

Six days a week I go to school, having Wednesday and Saturday 
afternoon off. School is one of the unpleasant things here in Switzerland 
— starting at 8.00 and finishing at 5.15. It makes for a long day but 
it isn’t always like that since you only need to attend the classes that 
you take. For example, I have 35 40-minute classes and in that time 
study German, French, English, Algebra, Geography, History, Trigon¬ 
ometry, Geometry, Technical Drawing, Art, Physics, Biology and P.E., 
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all, of course, in German — including English! My English teacher 
usually talks for about 35 minutes in German and five minutes in English. 
The school is very modern, being six storeys high and very well equipped 
with such things as a chevron running track, projectors, sliding black¬ 
boards, and overhead projectors in every room. However, it places all 
the emphasis on academic work and no emphasis on sport or art. 
The students I think also work harder than us (it wouldn’t take much!). 
They are expected to be able to recount what they did in the last lesson, 
giving a five-minute recital. 

There are many things that I have found different here and perhaps 
if I tell you a few you may understand better the life of a Swiss. 
Firstly, there is the language. Only now am I beginning to understand 
the Swiss dialect, which is almost completely different from high 
German. The Swiss are generally very proud of the language and of 
their country as a whole — the Swiss flag flies everywhere and I’m 
constantly asked if I like it here. You try to tell them that “New 
Zealand I like just a little better,” but you might as well speak to a 
brick wall. 

Another thing that is interesting is that the Swiss like to go for walks. 
So one day I decided I’d go for a walk with this public “army”. 
I was told it was 12km (the Swiss always under-estimate distances, 
times, prices) and it turned out to be 25km. — This was all done at a 
lightning fast pace, so that I’ve never been so glad to see home. 

I can honestly say that Switzerland is really beautiful. The farms, 
cows with bells, houses with window-boxes of geraniums, and the 
mountains — they’re all here, and I hope one day that you too can see 
and enjoy the Swiss way of life as much as I am. And now I wish you 
all good exam results, a merry Christmas and a happy new year.

DIARY OF “SPIRIT OF ADVENTURE” CRUISE 

Tuesday, February 4: 

Arrived at 11 a.m. Scrubbed decks, got familiar with sails and 
ship. Nobody seasick — yet. 

Wednesday: 

Up at 6.20 a.m. for P.T. on wharf. Left port 8 a.m. under sail. 
Anchored at Motutapa Bay for lunch and lecture on navigation. Left 
at 2 p.m. in 20-30 knot winds. Heavy seas. Many people spent great 
deal of time leaning over the rail. Wonder why? Anchored 6.20 in 
Algie Bay for night. Night watches began. 

Thursday: 

Up at 6 for P.T. on decks, then over the side for swim round the 
boat. Water warm. Clean ship duties after breakfast. Then rowing 
in small boats and outboard. After lunch we sailed for Kawau 
Island in brisk winds. Rounded Kawau and had winds across ship 
which created quite a lean and a great amount of wallowing and 
considerable chundering. Returned to Algie Bay for the night. 

Friday: 

Did an hour’s watch between 4 and 5 a.m. Had to take bearings, 
wind speed and direction, temperature, depth, etc. Up at 6 for usual 
workout and swim. After breakfast we did some rope-work and had 
lectures on weather. After lunch we headed for Mansion House Bay on 
Kawau Island, under steam. Too many boats there, so we had to 
return. Wind still too strong to go anywhere under sail. 

Saturday: 

Up at 6 for usual routine. We sailed to end of Kawau and were 
dropped off and had to swim ashore with our clothes held above the 
water. We then had to make our way to the other end of the island 
as best we could (a distance of about 5 miles theoretically) while 
instructors took boat back round to Mansion House Bay. As usual, 
red watch won the race. 

Arrived at Mansion House Bay, did a bit of swimming there. 
Did the boat up with lights, etc. Most spent night on ship. Captain 
arrived back on board at 2 p.m., along with 3 or 4 boys. 
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Up at 5 a.m. Set sail for Coromandel after daily routine. Slow 
trip, doing only about 3 knots. Became becalmed off Coromandel. Put 
into’ bay behind Waimete Island. 

Monday: „ , , . „ . 

Set off for Coromandel under steam. Landed m small boats and 
walked a couple of miles to township. Stayed couple of hours and 
hitched back round to boat. Left Coromandel for a safer night’s 
anchorage. 

Tuesday: 

Left for Dead Cow Bay to partake in sporting activity: rowing, 
running, swimming, relays, etc. Red watch won again. Returned to 
boat and headed for Waiheke Island. Had barbecue that night on the 
island and swam in freshwater stream. Had lecture on flags and 
ensigns. 

Wednesday: _ , 

Usual routine. Had rowing and sailing races. Red watch won agam 
— getting monotonous. Did our night sail. Sailed from 8 p.m. to 
1.30 a.m. and ended up at Motehe Island. 

Thursday: 

Set sail for Auckland Harbour Bridge. Sailed under with only feet 
to spare. Picked up passenger from wharf and headed back to Motehe. 

Friday: 

Set off for harbour without doing P.T. Arrived at wharf at 8 a.m. 
Left Auckland at 1 p.m. for Wellington on plane and then back to 
Timaru. Had completed 158 miles on this cruise.

Although several key players from last year’s team remained at 
school, some of them sought greener pastures in other sports this year 
and it looked as if the 1st XI would have a struggle for survival. But the 
opposite proved to be the case, for the 1st XI had one of its most 
successful seasons ever, remaining unbeaten. That is not to say that 
it won its inter-school games easily; indeed, they were all thrillers, being 
very hard fought and close games — in spite of the apparently clear 
margins indicated by the scores. 

After trailing Fairlie till half-time, Point managed to get an equaliser 
early in the second half; and the game hung in the balance till five 
minutes from the end, when Point scored the winning goal. But the 
result was kept in doubt right to the end, with Point pulling all their 
players back in defence and trying desperately to stem the very 
determined Fairlie attack. 

In the game against Methven, with five minutes to play the score 
seemed destined to remain at 2-2, which was probably a fair indication 
of the run of play. But in that last eventful five minutes Point scored 
another four times — an incredible but very satisfying feat. Similarly, 
the game against Twizel was fairly even, but Point slowly gained 
ascendancy in the last quarter of the game. 

The last match, against the Timaru College under-16 team, provided 
a suitable climax to the year’s competition. The score see-sawed several 
times during the game, ending in an honourable draw a very fair 
result. 

Once again it was Richard Hinchcliffe’s dominance in mid-field and 
his intelligent setting up of play that steadied the team and gave it a 
lot of scoring opportunities. On defence, the key player was undoubtedly 
Paul Cobden, who came to the rescue when the defence was in dire 
straits and repeatedly set up attacks with his long clearing kicks or 
penetrating runs down the wing. 

A particularly good effort was the self-training and dedication of 
Jon Palmer. Before this season he had never played in goal, yet by 
the end of the season he had developed into a reliable goalkeeper. 
Graham Baker was one of the more energetic and successful strikers, 
featuring in some skilful runs and scoring several well-deserved goals.
